SUBJECT : Federal Employee Parking 


1. 0MB Circular #118 establishes the policy in the 
Federal Government on parking: 

"9. Charges for Employee parking . 

c. Determination of rates: The Administrator 
of CSA shall determine the rate to be charged 
for government furnished employee parking at 
each facility..." 

Further: 

"10. Responsibilities : 
a"! GSA shall : 

(1) issue regulations implementing the 
provisions of this Circular regarding the 
determination of commercially equivalent rates 
for government parking..." 

b. Heads of Departments and Agencies shall : 

tl ) assess charges consistent with the 
provisions of this Circular and GSA regulations..." 

2. As indicated above GSA is responsible for determining 
the fees to be charged and individual agencies do not. 

3. The whole basis for charging for government parking 
is to force employees to use alternate means (jf transportation 
rather than their private car. Averting the burden on employees 
working in cong/’ested areas would tend to encourage continued 
use of private vehicles.

4 John Hicks’ sugges tion^charging an average fee to each 
person who uses an Agency parking space wherever located - 
according to the Circular and GSA the minimum thdJjF” may be charged 
is $10 per month. If everyone were charged $10 per month this 
would far exceed the amount to be reimbursed to GSA.
